Louis area and one of the 
largest “breakpoint 
chlorination’ plants ever built. 

Breakpoint chlorination is a 
process which converts am- 
monia in the wastewater to 
nitrogen gas, a natural con- 
stituent of the atmosphere.

Judge Mosele also will have 
other questions to resolve, in- 
cluding whether trustee votes 
should be counted, despite his 
earlier ruling dismissing the

Housing authorities develop 
new insurance ‘package’ plan 


A consortium of 40 public 
housing authorities in Illinois— 
including the Granite City and 
the Madison County Housing 
Authorities—have joined in an 
experimental program 
designed to lower their in 
surance rates. 

The authorities. included in 
the consortium represent 15,855 
living units for a total of 
$280,377,731 in combined in- 
surable real estate. 

“Through this aggrevation of 
resources, we hope that the 
insurance situation will be 
generally improved for the 
policy holder, and that the 
market will be stabilized, 
resulting in cost savings, for the 
public housing authorities and 
the taxpayers,” according to 
Kent Watkins, president of the

firm which developed the. bid 
proposal as part of a $330,000 
grant from the U.S. Department 
of Housing and Urban 
Development.

“You have probably watched 
towboats pushing their strings 
of barges steadily up the river. 
And you have probably also 
Wondered about the man who 
captains such a vessel,” a 
spokesman for the U.S, Coast 
Guard Boating Safety Branch 
(314-425-5971) said today. 

“Towboat captains must 
know every bend and sand bar 
of their river. This takes years 
of experience. 

“Many of these men have 
spent most of their lives on the 
rivers, They are, to the inland 
rivers, what the truck drivers 
are to the nation’s highways. 

“Most towboat captains are 
safety conscious, but they can’t 
control the driving habits of the 
other people: they share the 
waters with—the recreational 
boaters. 

“And a towboat, underway 
with a full load, cannot come to 
a quick stop. It is dangerous to 
operate too closely to a towboat. 
Cutting back and forth, or zig- 
zagging across the bow, has 
resulted in many accidents and 
fatalities. 

“When you céme to an area 
where barges are fleeted 
(moored in groups), reduce

At a recent solar energy 
workshop, Rudy Jones of the 
University of Illinois Small 
Homes Council, made some 
excellent suggestions on in- 
sulating a home. 

The first place to check is the 
attic. The attic is an area that 
most homeowners can easily 
add additional insulation. This 
is the area that additional in- 
sulation will give the biggest 
return in heat loss reduction. 

The second thing to do is to 
make sure there are storm 
doors and windows. Windows 
are an area that normally has a 
high heat loss. 

The third area is the 
basement or crawl space under 
the house if you don’t have a 
basement. Insulate under the 
floor in the crawl space area 
Basement walls and sill areas 
may need insulation. 

Insulating the walls of an 
existing home is the most dif- 
ficult for the homeowner. This 
will need to be professionally 
done in many situations. 

How much insulation is 
needed? The 1974 Federal 
Housing standards call for six 
inches in the ceiling, four inches 
in the walls and four inches 
under the floor 

Rudy Jones says«the Small 
Homes Council uses 12 inches of 
insulation in the ceiling and 8 
inches in the sidewalls in their 
recommendations. The extra 
cost of the insulation will pay off 
in the long run.

With the present price of 
wheat, dairymen may find that 
it is more economical to utilize 
wheat as part of the dairy 
ration 

If wheat is cracked, ground, 
or rolled it can be fed at up to 
one third of the dairy cow 
concentrate mixture. Because 
of the fineness of the ground 
wheat, dairy cows cannot ef- 
ficiently digest larger amounts 
of wheat than this. 

Assuming that wheat has a 
protein level that is 103 per cent 
of corn, it can be used as a 
partial corn substitute when 
comparitive prices for corn’ or 
soybeans are high or when 
comparitive prices for wheat 
are low. For example, if corn is 
selling for $2.25 per bushel and 
soybean oil is selling for $10 per 
100 pounds, a comparative price 
for wheat should be about $2.60 
per bushel 

In this example, if wheat is 
not bringing this price it would 
be more economical to sub- 
stitute wheat as part of the 
dairy ration 

When replacing one third of 
the corn, in a ration with wheat, 
you can reduce the protein 
supplement by about 10 pounds 
per ton.

Many pesticides are toxic to 
honey bees. There are certain 
things a beekeeper can do to 
reduce pesticide problems with 
his bees. 

Before starting an apiary, he 
should familiarize himself with 
the cropping practices in the 
area and the pest control 
methods used. In some cases he 
can expect damage to his bees 
and must weigh the risk against 
the anticipated returns from 
honey production. 

Beekeepers should become 
acquainted with their neighbors 
in the areas where the bees will 
be located. Give your name, 
address and telephone number 
to each of these landowners. 
Acquaint them with the fact 
that you have honey bees. With 
this information, hopefully the 
landowner will notify the 
beekeeper at least 24 hours 
before spraying with ‘an in- 
secticide so the hives.can be 
moved.

Chemotherapy study 


to continue in area Fine for 


To help meet the health needs 
of Downstate Illinois, Southern 
Illinois University at Edward- 
sville has been awarded nearly 
three-quarters of a million 
dollars by the National Institute 
of Menta! Health (NIMH) 

According to Dean Patricia 
R. Forni of the SIUE School of 
Nursing, the $719,322 grant will 
provide support for the School 
of Nursing’s Graduate Training 
Program in Psychiatric- 
Community Mental Health 
(Nursing) 

Under thie direction of Dean 
Forni, the NIMH grant will 
cover a period of five*years, 
beginning July 1, 197%, and 
extending to June 30, 1982 

Grant funds for the first year, 
amounting to $113,484 in direct 
costs, with an additional eight 
per cent in indirect costs, will 
include provisions for per- 
sonnel, consultant services, 
equipment, supplies and travel 
expenses as well as 12 trainee 
stipends. 

So that graduate students can 
attend classes full-time, they 
will receive an annual stipend of 
$3,900, as well as funds for 
tuition and tr vel. 

According tv student figures 
for the 1975-76 academic year, 
71 per cent Of the graduate 
nursing students at SIUE at- 
tended classeS on a part-time 
basis. “At the present time, 
many of our students commute 
long distances to attend even on 
a part-time basis. Distances 
traveled range from 10 to 100 
miles one way," Dean Forni 
said. 

Full-ffme attendance is 
currently pursued primarily by 
married students with financial 
backing from their spouses, 
which is often limited. 

During th last year, two 
students. received special 
graduate awards based on 
economic need and academic 
achievement. One student was 
supported through a religious 
order, and two received 
graduate assistantsips. 

“Another student worked 
nights during her — entire 
program,” Dean Forni said. All 
the students Work at least part- 
time during their enrollment in 
the program, in addition to 
being full-time students. 

“The commitment which 
these students have.made in 
terms of clinical_and field ex- 
perience, travel, financial 
arrangements, program at- 
tendance and juggling of work 
schedules is considerable,” she 
said. 


“A critical need exists for 
trainee stipends which would 
permit full-time attendance for 
a greater number of students, 
facilitating their —_ progress. 
through the program and their 
potential impact on _ the 
surrounding communities.”” 

With trainee. stipend 
assistance, it is anticipated 
that 12 full-time students will 
be admitted in the fall quarter 
each year and will complete 
their programs the following 
fall quarter. 

SIUE offers the only bac 
calaureate nursing program 
in the 34 Downstate counties 
that comprise Mlinois health 
planning regions 4 and 5. In 
addition, the university offers 
the only program in 

atric-community 
Ith nursing at the

“We hope to improve the 
initial testing criteria _ for 
chemotherapeutic agents,”

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Less pollution soon, 
air board predicts 


In spite of heavy levels of air 
pollution in this area— 
especially in particulates—The 
Granite City Air Pollution 
Control Board is looking for- 
ward to lower levels in the near 
future due to increased sur- 
veillance and closer working 
affiliations with the Illinois 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, the board said-in an 
annual report presented to city 
officials last week. 

Air pollution continues to be a- 
serious concern for Granite 
City, the report said, noting that 
“Data from last year ranks us 
among the most polluted in the 
state of Illinois.” 

But, the report to City Council 
members said, “the local 
agency has substantial 
responsibilities for carrying out 
the implimentation plan of the 
state of Illinois in effecting 
intense surveillance due to the 
large number . of _ pollution 
sources in the area and the 
resulting’ high level of air 
pollution. 

“The Granite City agency 
insures that duplication of state 
activities and procedures are 
minimized in order to best ef- 
fect the attainment of National 
Ambient Air Quality Stan- 
dards." 

In relating the history of the 
clean air board which was 
established here in April 1965, 
the report’ referred to 
agreements by industries to 
install pollution control 
equipment and the operation of 
monitoring stations upon which 
the agency's air pollution data 
is based. 

The report refers particularly 
to the Illinois EPA agreement 
with Granite City Stee) in early 
1976. y 

“Data supplied by our local 
agency was essential in 
establishing the need for and 
the terms for such action,” the 
board said. 

“Over a three-year period,

Granite City Steel has agreed to 
spend $17.5 million, ‘‘the report 
noted, adding that ‘This money 
will be channeled into two 
major operations of the com- 
pany—the coke ovens and the 
basic oxygen furnace.” 

The report also outlined 
agency activities in achieving 
an agreement with Luria Bros 
in September last year. 

“In the past,” the report said, 
“smoldering railroad cars from 
their steel reclamation (Luria 
Bros.) project would 
periodically catch on fire. 

“As a, result our office 
received numerous complaints. 
Aggressive enforcement action 
by the Granite City Air 
Pollution Control Board 
culminated in the initiation of 
strict work rules and the in- 
stallation of equipment to ex- 
tinguish these fires im- 
mediately.” 

Open burning of trash has 
been virtually eliminated as a 
result of the agency’s efforts, 
“thus eliminating the stench 
which resulted in our neigh- 
borhoods.” The board said 
continued surveillance is im- 
perative to control — this 
problem. 

The report noted that “Most 
of our industrial sources are in 
compliance with state laws and 


city ordinances. These com- 
panies have also made 
significant expenditures both in 
control equipment and 
operational changes to enhance 
the quality of the air over the 
past two years. Industrial 
sources also have been very 
cooperative in notifying us of 
upset.conditions.”” 

Expenditures in air pollution 
may seem an excessive burden 
at first glance, the report ad- 
ded. 

“However, when the jobs 
created directly from 
development, construction, 
operation, maintenance, 
monitoring and surveillance of 
these controls are taken into 
consideration, quite a boost to 
the ecomomy is recognized. 

“Secondly and even more 
importantly,” the: report said, 
“improved health should be 
realized. For example, lung 
cancer is found twice as often in 
polluted cities as in rural areas. 
Air pollution is also known to be 
a major contributor to em- 
physema and chronic bron- 
chitis. 

“Jt is estimated that air 
pollution causes $16 billion a 
year in damage to property and 
crops. Therefore, we must 
continue to push for cleaner 
air.”

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Some elderly losing 
food stamp benefits 


By CATHERINE R. MAUCK 
Madison County Extension 
Advisor, Home Economics 
“Many eligible senior citizens 

are losing out on food stamp 
benefits,” says Sterling Alam, 
University of Iinois Extension 
family life specialist. 

A recent study by the 
Maryland Office on Aging found 
that 35 per cent of the seniors in 
a nutrition program did not 
know. whether or not they were 
eligible for food stamps. 

The officials surmised that 
most of them would have been 
eligible had they applied. Only 
18 per.cent were getting food 
stamps. Another 15 per cent 
thought they were entitled to the 
stamps but chose ‘hot to apply 

Alam believes the situation in 
Illinois 
Maryland. Many eligible senior 
Illinoisans are not using food 
stamps for reasons similar to 
those uncovered by _ the 
Maryland study. Older citizens 
are put off by the “hassles” of 
applying for benefits. 

‘They often do not have the 
rhinimum cash required to buy 


mirrors that in 


the stamps. And they dislike 
thinking . of themselves as 
recipients of charity. 

Several steps are now being 
taken to correct this situation, 
says Alam. In Washington there 
are now proposals _ before 
Congress to eliminate the 
purchase requirement which is 
a barrier to an estimated six 
million eligible people, ‘‘the 
poorest of the poor.” : 

In Illinois a number of 
organizations are trying to find 
those who are eligible, let them 


know what is available and . 


persuade them to 
benefits they deserve 

Even closer to home, says 
Alam, friends and relatives can 
be most effective in en 
couraging persons 
isolated in rural communities 
and inner cities to seek the help 
they need and deserve 

Food stamps may be 
available to people not on other 
public aid. Persons séeking 
information about eligibility 
should contact the County 
Public Aid Office, concludes 
Alam

to the petitions. 

If this is the case, there may 
be a full-scale test of whether 
the 8,409 are/in fact, solid pro- 
Portell voters. Usually, 8,409 
votes would be enough to carry 
any ballot proposal. Of course, 
petition signatures in some 
cases do not reflect deep feeling 
about a topic. 

‘A notice addressed “‘to whom 
it may concern” related Friday 
that “this letter is to inform the 
mayor and City Council that 
James Stack will no longer be 
connected with the Granite City 
Street Department. 

“There were letters 
previously sent to the mayor 
and City Council stating 
reasons of poor leadership 
plus conflicts that have been 
going on in the Street 
Department. 

“If I am away from the 
Street Department for any 
period of time, the problems 
seem to be worse," the notice 
continues. 

“T am taking this action to 
straighten out problems of 
leadership, controversy and 
union problems. I*am taking 
this action by authority of being 
in charge of the Granite City 
Street Department and also 
Ordinance 2011."" 

Past letters on the subject had 
not been publicly discussed, 
based on the recollections of 
regular City Hall observers. 

Ordiance 2011 dated 
November 1961 is an amend 
ment defining the role of the 
superintendent of streets, the 
notice relates. 

It quotes the ordinance as 
saying that the superintendent 
“shall have complete super- 
vision of Street Department 
employes with the respon 
sibility for disciplinary action if¢ 
deemed necessary for the ef. 
ficient and economic operation 
of the Street Department." 

A Later ordinance, No. 3293, 
creates the position of assistant 
superintendent of streets. 

It is said to state that he may 
be removed upon the advice of 
the superintendent and the 
consent of the mayor and 
Council majority 

On this basis, there is 
speculation that the firing may 
not be allowed to stand 

At one time, it appeared 
that Portell and Stack worked 
closely together on some 
functions and activities, even 
though the latter had been 
appointed by authorities other 
than the former. 

In recent weeks, there have 
been reports that Stack was 
being isolated from any 
major role in operation of the 
department. 

Stack, 29, of 2601 Washington

A lifelong local resident, he is 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. James 
Stack Sr., Granite City natives 
and lifelong residents until 
moving to Highland three years 
ago. 

Stack attended schools here 
and worked for the Young 
Metals Corp. and the Adhesive 
and Sealing Division of the 
Sherwin-Williams Co. 

His private work experience 
included knowledge of un- 
derground pipe, and his work 
with the city has, among other 
things, involved repair and 
grouting of broken underground 
sewer lines. 

He also obtained experience 
in the construction field as a+ 
member of the Seabees (U. S. 
Navy Construction Battalions)

Discussion of an amendment 
to Granite City’s ordinance 
setting fees for permits to in- 
stall warm air heating equip- 
ment resulted last week in.an 
increase in the penalty clause to 
$500 for each violation (failure 
to obtain the permits). 

The action was taken on 2 
motion by Seventh Ward 
Alderman Paul Ray Bowler 
after several - aldermen said 
they were aware that permits 
were not obtained in many 
instances by contractofs | in- 
stalling such equipment. 

Responding to a question by 
an alderman, Anthony Rusick, 
building.inspector, admitted “it 
is hard to collect these fees,” 
noting that ~—contractors 
frequently proceed with in 
stallation of various types of 
equipment without applying for 
permits, : 

Alderman Clyde Boyd said he 
had beard of d number of in 
stances in which no permits 
were obtained. He noted that 
from 1969 to 1973, contractors 
obtained 150 such permits, but 


from 1973 until the present, only 
73 permits have been issued so 
far 

The ordinance amendment, 
designed to revise the fee 
schedule for permits, calls for 
payment of permit fees ranging 
from $1 for installation of a 
domestic type incinerator to a 
fce of $4 for a permit to replace 
a warm air furnace. 

After the discussion con 
cerning the number of permits 
issued, Bowler asked City 
Attorney George Filcoff the 
amount of the penalty in the 
original ordinance for failure to 
obtain permits. Filcoff said the 
present penalty is a minimum 
of $25 and a maximum of $100. 

Bowler said he thought one 
way to correct the problem 
would be to assess a higher 
penalty for violators. 

He “moved to amend the 
penalty clause of the ordinance 
to range from $500 to $1,000, but 
Filcoff said that a penalty in a 
city ordinance cannot exceed 
$500. 


Bowler then changed his 


amendment to provide a $500 
penalty for those charged with 
failure to obtain permits. 

As a result, several aldermen 
claimed this was unfair because 
the lesser penalty still would be 
included in other city building 
codes, and that if the warm air 
heating penalty were changed, 
the council also should change 
all of the others. 

On a roll call vote, Bowlers 
motion to raise the penalty 
carried 8 to 6. 

Council members were told in 


last week's meeting that the .

Signs state law for 47% 


Governor James R. Thomp- 
son approved three bills Friday 
to appropriate $2 billion for 
Tlinois elementary and 
secondary education in the 197- 
78 fiscal year, a per-pupil in- 
crease of seven per cent over 
last year. 

“The amount I am approving 
will provide the common 
schools of Illinois with more 
money than they have ever 
received before,"" Thompson 
said 

“We are advancing from 89 
per cent to 95 per: cent of full 
funding of the school formula. 

“Under these appropriations, 
state government in Illinois will 
be providing 47 per cent of all 
the money spent on local 
schools, with local governments 
contributing 43 per cent and the 
federal government 10 per cent. 

“This means that this state 
will provide the greatest 
percentage of local school 
funding of any comparable 
state in the nation. 

“T stated my education 
budget recommendations in 
February, so local school 
districts would have plenty. of 
time to plan the most effective 
uses for their school dollars. 

“The Illinois - General 
Assembly passed __ detailed 
education budget bills which in 
total coincided almost exactly 
with my earlier recom 
mendations. 

“The legislature and I are in 
agreement that these bills 
represent all the money that is 
available within a balanced 
budget. 

“Because of our agreement, I 
can sign these bills, knowing 
that school districts won't be 
left hanging until a November 
veto session of the legislature to 
find out — half-way through 
their fiscal year — how much 
money they will have,” the 
governor said 

Including Thompson's actions 
on higher education bills on 
Wednesday, the state will 
provide more than $3 billion for 
all of education next year 

“This substantial dollar 
commitment will guarantee 
improvement in the quality of 
education statewide," he said 

“The legislature did a 
responsible job in balancing the 
needs of our schools with the 
pressing financial needs of our 
state.”

Alderman Sam Whitmer of 
the Second Ward protested, 
however, that he believed M. W 
should employ the Granite City 
engineering firm of Sheppard, 
Morgan & Schwaab because 
that firm is a local business and 
pays taxes here 
Pierson said he believed the 
choice should remain with the 
M. W. firm because it is aware 
of the type of help needed in 
expediting the overpass project 
“T wouldn't like to be placed 
in the position of being told what 


to do,” Pierson told Whitmer. 
He said his firm also is con- 
fronted with the “rush job’’ of 

planning the proposed new jail 
and police station which 
Granite City plans to build with 
federal funds. This project also 
entails early deadlines, he said 

The M. W. firm has a lump 
sum contract with the city for 
planning work on the overpass. 
As a result the employment of 
outside engineering help would 
be at no cost to the city, Pierson 
said, noting that payment to a 
subcontractor would be made 
by M. W. out of its own fee 
revenue.

New Army 
commands 
activated 


Approximately 4,780 proposed 
personnel action notices were 
issued to employes of the U.S. 
Army Aviation —_ Systems 
Command (AVSCOM) and the 
U.S. Army Troop Support 
Command (TROSCOM) in 
preparation for the merger of 
the two St, Louis-based. Army 
commands. 

The merger is associated with 
the creation of the U.S. Army 
Troop Support and Aviation 
Materiel Readiness Command 
(TSARCOM) and the establish- 
ment of the U.S. Army Aviation 
Research and Development 
Command (AVRADCOM) ef- 
fective July 1, 1977 

These actions resulted from 
the disestablishment of AV- 
SCOM and TROSCOM, located 
at 12th and Spruce Streets and 
at 4300 Goodfellow Boulevard, 
respectively 

In the reorganization, the 
Army is activating TSARCOM 
and AVRADCOM. Both new 
organizations will ultimately be 
co-located at the Goodfellow 
Federal Center. 

The proposed _ personnel 
actions include reassignments 
-of employes with their 
positions, or into vacancies, in 
the new organizations by 
transfer or function. 

Other proposed personnel 
actions include reassignments 
into other types of positions and 
changes to lower grades 
through reduction-in-force 
actions. 

Personnel officials noted that 
after the initial stage of the 
personnel reorganization was 
begun, personnel had until this 
month to respond to the position 
offers. Personnel turbulence is 
dependent on the number of 
personnel who decline job of- 
fers, retire or otherwise ter- 
minate their federal service, 
providing other job — op-

Final SIUE budget; 


$90 tuition 


Appropriations totaling 
$33,502,800 for Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville 
were included in the higher 
education funding bills ap- 
proved last week by Gov. James 
R. Thompson. ~ 

James F. Metcalf, budget 
director and acting  vice- 
president for business affairs at 
SIUE, said the appropriation 
includes $33,167,700 for 
operations, $167,000 for new 
capital improvements and $168 
for’ capital reappropriations. 

Cut from the funds for SIUE, 
along with other institutions of 
higher education, were one-half 
per cent additional salary in- 
creases and two-and-one-half 
per cent additional utility in- 
creases which had been 
provided by legislative 
amendments. The losses for 
SIUE amounted to $113,800 and 
$27,500 respectively, Metcalf 
said. 

Funds approved by the 
governor are virtually the same 
as those included imhis budget 
for higher education announced 
in March. 

‘They include salary increases 
of five per cent, with an ad 
ditional two per cent for Civil 
Service range and student 
employes, 10 per cent for utility 
cost increases and four per cent 
for other price increases. 

The legislation approved by 
the governor includes tuition 
hikes of approximately $90 for 
undergraduate and $120 for 


increase 


graduate students at the state's 
public institutions 

Metcalf said the new capital 
improvements in the bill in- 
clude $111,000 for master 
planning for the School of 
Dental Medicine and $55,000 
equipment funds for the dental 
school. 

Capital reappropriations are 
for continuation of projects for 
which appropriations were 
received in the preceding year. 
The entire $168,100 is for 
renovation and remodeling of 
the East St. Louis Center. 

Metcalf explained that the 
operating appropriation 
consists of $27,847,600 from 
general revenue —and 
$5,320,100 from the university 
income fund. 

‘The operating appropriation 
represents an increase of 
$1,915,100 over the preceding 
year. This increase consists of 
$1,326,300 for salary increases, 

93,900 for price increases, 
$62,700 for physical plant 
operations of new facilities, 
$150,000 for new apd expanded 
programs and “$82,200 for 
refunds and student aid. 

The $33,167,700 operating 
funds for SIUE compare with 
$33,958,100 originally _recom- 
mended by the Illinois Board of 
Higher Education (IBHE) and 
$36,833,800 requested by the 
universily. The appropriated 
figure resulted from an IBHE 
allocation of Gov. Thompson's 
proposed budget in March
